Zt ia learned that supporters of the Kuomintang 
end other pro-National Government clements will observe 
the anniversary by publishing articics of a national 
selvation nature in the Chinese Fresas. Visita may be 
made to the “Lone Battalion” on that day. 

The pro-Japanese organizations which include 
the Great People's Society, 22 Columbia Road and other 
Japeneae sponsored official organe with offices in 
Mantao, Chepei and Poctung, have not aa yet received 


any inatructions for commemorating the anniversary.
